Charles S. Carey, Solicitor of the 
Treasury under Pesident Cleveland, 
died at Glean, N. Y.

District Attorney Jerome announced 
that he would personally conduct the 
prosecution of Harry Thaw for the 
murder of Stanford White. 

Crazed by heat, James Lupe, of New 
York City, shot and killed his wife and 
then sent a bullet through his own 
brain, indicting a probably fatal wound. 

It is reported from Sasebo that after 
repeated failures the battleship Mikasa. 
which sank last September, after an 
explosion had occurred on board, has 
been successfully floated.

He said the names of the 
ringleaders would be given to the jury, 
and told them to bring indictments 
against any who were in the mob.

Offutt, who formerly worked this ter- 
ritory for the Kquitabie Corny any, has 
been in Danville this week disposing of 
stook, and succeeded in selling about 
$12.01X1 worth. The name of the new 
concern will be the Kentucky Inter- 
Southern Life Insurance Company.

Twenty-five persons are known to 
have been drowned, hundreds were ren- 
dered homeless and $.">00,000 worth of 
property was destroyed as the result uf 
a Mood in South Texas, when the Colo- 
rado river was forced out of its banks 
by heavy rains. 

A mob of ;l,000 men battered down 
.the jail doors at Salisbury, N. C., re- 
moved therefrom three of the six Ne- 
groes charged with the murder of the 
Lyeriy family, July 13. and lynched 
them. During the lynching two men 
were shot, one probably fatally. 

The Milwaukee Avenue State Bar.k, 
of Chicago, was closed by a State bank 
examiner. There is a deficit of about 
$1,000,000 in the bank's accounts and 
the president and cashier are missing. 
The depositors are mostly foreigners 
and the announcement of the failure 
caused riotous scenes around the bank's 
doors. One depositor fell dead on hear- 
ing of the failure and another commit- 
ted suicide.

The Tri-County Teachers’ Institute. 

The teachers of Garrard, Boyle and 
Lincoln counties convened at 8:90 Tues- 
day morning andjproceeded to regular 
business. 

The program for the day was viz: 
Mrs. Alcott, of Central Normal Col- 
lege, Danville, Ind., took the first pe- 
riod in giving the teachers an object 
lesson in phonics and beginning reading. 
Her tact and power to hold the atten- 
tion of the little folks for such long pe- 
riods of time was very striking as well 
as an unquestioned proof of its possi- 
bility. 

Mrs. Alcott was followed by Dr. 
Roark, of Lexington, on the "Opera- 
tion of the Mind.” The first division of 
his subject was: "Acquisition.” The 

points emphasized in this division of his 
subject^drove home a very practical 
lesson to the teacher, since he showed 
that the teachers were responsible for 
the material the children acquire in 
school. Said he: “The child presents 
a striking resemblance to a young bin! 
that just shuts its eyes, opens its 
mouth and takes whatever is dropped 
in and proceeds to squirm it down re- 
gardless of its indigestible qualities. 
No child aan stop at acquisition, but 
the digestion and assimilation must fol- 
low. Hence the responsibility of teach- 
ers for giving indigestible material. 

Dr. Roark was followed by * short 
talk from'Mr. Rawlings, urging the at- 
tendance and punctuality of the teach- 
ers to each session of the institute. 
TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 

Mrs. Alcott gave an extended talk on 
spelling ;*first taking up the old method 
and emphasizing the time required to 
make a good^speller. Said she: “Is all 
this time worth while; words are mere 
means of 'conveying ideas. Why not 
simplify them, make the road easier 
for children; let letters phonetically 
mean something and the English lan- 
guage become the world language. This 
address was closed by urging the teach- 
ers to write the spelling board estab- 
lished byJMr. Comegie, and get the cir- 
culars on shortened spelling. 

INTERMISSION. 

Solo by Miss Kate Moore. 

Dr. Roark talked on “Consciousness 
or Additions of Psycohology. ” He 
brought out very strikingly the wotk- 
ing of a double personality. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING. 

Song. Devotional exerciees conduct- 
ed by Rev. R. B. Mahony. 

Mrs. Alcott gave a lesson on prima- 
sy reading, showing how recitations 
maylbe varied and a class may com- 
pose their own reading lesson and read 
it withjexpression. 

INTERMISSION. 

Solo by Mrs. E. M Ison. Dr. Roark, 
after commenting on thy merits of Mrs. 
Alcott’s previous talk, took up the sub- 
ject of arithmetic and pointed out some 
of the impracticable things taught and 
the necessity of a more brief and prac- 
tical text to be used in common schools. 

By a number of illustrations he com- 
pared the cultural value of the various 
subjects taught in the public school, 
putting arithmetic at the bottom of the 
list. The cultural value of arithmetic, 
however, was ably discussed by Mr. 
Rawlings, who took issue with Mr. 
Roark^on its cultural value. 

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 

The session was opened by a song, 
"America.” Mrs. Alcott then took up 
the next period in discussing the other 
■ -If or sub-conscious self; applying the 
subject to actual experiences. It was 
made very entertaining as well as in- 
structive. 

The Wednesday session was closed 
by a very practical talk from Dr. Roark 
on "Teachers' Reading.” 

THURSDAY MORNING. 

The devotional exercises were con- 
ducted by Rev. Ross. 

Mrs. Alcott put her class of little 
folks through dialogue reading, show- 
ing one means of gaining expression. 
Although the reading and geography 
exercises which she conducted, lasted 
for more than an hour, the little ones 
were perfectly fresh when the exercis- 
es were over. 

After a short intermission a quartette 
was sung by Mrs. Ison. Miss Moore and 
Profs. Ireland and Fallis. 

Dr. Roark gave a history of the State 
Normals, outlining the courses and the 
general plan to be followed in the 
schools. 

Dr. Roark announced his subject for 
the lecture to-night: "The Spirit of 
the 20th Century."
